On July 6, Lindsay filed an appli- 
cation with Court of Queen’s 
Bench over the RCMP investiga- 
tion now under way into serious 
allegations of misconduct within 
his force.

He was quoted in one 
Edmonton newspaper on April 20, 
stating, “I obviously look forward 
to having an outside agency inves- 
tigate (the complaints).” 

Six weeks later, the chief's tune 
has changed. Now police spokes- 
man Sgt. Bryan Boulanger alleges

Te waft through the air weeks after 200 dead and 

sickly cats were discovered in the Parkallen home 

of three troubled women. But the stench now is more 

figurative than literal as animal control officials and 

city politicians try and hammer out a strategy to deal 
with thousands of unwanted cats in the city 

The solutions range from the technological — such 
as stapling mini-chips into the animals’ necks — to 
the more pragmatic, such as one suggestion from 
Coun. Brian Anderson to send out eradication squads 
and rid the city of ‘wild cats’ that wander through the 
river valley. 

“It may not sound very nice to talk about eradica- 
tion squads but you have hundreds of cats in the val- 
ley that are completely wild and they could cause sig- 
nificant problems to people’s health and safety,” said 
Anderson. “You have well-meaning old ladies leaving 
milk and bread for wild cats not realizing the prob- 
lems it’s causing.” 

In 1987, council backed off from regulations that 
would have allowed for fines when a cat wandered off 
its owners’ property. The resulting Outcry was suc- 
cessful in derailing those provisions and has left cats 
free to roam and do whatever they do when they 
jump their owners’ fence for that giant litter box 
known as the neighbors’ yard. Now, the city is await- 
ing no fewer than three reports surrounding the issue 

_of cats and, while no one is quick to use the phrase 
‘cat bylaw,’ it’s clear that momentum is building to 
adopt some form of regulation. 

The SPCA hopes the attention generated by the ‘eat 
house’ will provide the impetus to make owners 
accountable and reduce the number of unwanted 
cats. Coun. Allan Bolstad says there needs to be a reg- 
istration fee that is reduced or eliminated when the 
owner takes the step to have their pets spayed or

Alberta NDP leader calls for priority shift in housing policies 


Editor, SEE: 


Edmonton and Alberta are currently going through 
a dramatic housing crisis and Premier Klein’s extreme 
obsession with paying down the debt is compounding 


the harmful effects. 


Since 1995, the vacancy rate in Edmonton has fall- 
en from over 10 per cent to just over one per cent. 
There are currently 2,500 people on waiting lists for 
social housing in Edmonton alone and more than 
5,500 people in Alberta; there are more than 830 
homeless people in Edmonton, including 112 chil- 


dren. 


And as costs rise, those people lucky enough to 75 
have a home are dedicating more and more of their de 
to pay for shelter. Many of Edmonton’ 
d more than 50 per cent of their inec 


their own home. The family is locked into an endless 
state of getting by; never getting ahead. 

For now, however, Premier Klein seems content to 
dump the problem in the municipalities’ collective 


The catch is, of course, that the provincial govern- 
ment has drastically slashed funding to municipali- 
ties. In a province as wealthy as Alberta, there is 
absolutely no excuse for working people enduring the 
threat of not being able to afford their own home. It’s 
time for the provincial government to take action.

The biggest problem is that we just watch and donl 
think. In school we teach kids how to read a novel, but we don’t tead 
about how to watch TV or film.” 

“As for Austin Powers and South Park, we'd stop the heavy mo 
panic if we just thought about what we're seeing. South Park isn't mal 
for kids, so there's no reason to go squirrely.” 

Rather than concentrate on the surface content of a few media offét 
ings, citizens would be better off deconstructing the larger political 
commercial and moral values offered up by the mass media.

“Master Finkel (director of the 
festival Dick Finkel) is like the chef 
who puts all the ingredients into 
the pot.

“All the performers are invited to 


be involved. They can bring in new 
material or work with other per- 
formers (that they don’t usually 
work with). We write the show the 
Sunday before and then spend the 
week working individually, If there 
is precise choreography, written 
material or music, more rehearsal 
is needed.” 

After a quick technical rehearsal 
to work out any sound, lighting or 
blocking glitches, it’s show time. 

“It has the adrenalin of opening 
night and the excitement of the 
unknown,” enthused Gregory. “It’s 
more bizarre, risqué and off the 
wall (than street performances).” 

That means it’s not suitable for 
children, and not just because of 
the 10 p.m. start time. “It’s one to 
two hours of material that is either 
less accessible to children or 
shocking somehow.”

All four bring gal- 
lons of energy and just enough naiveté to their characters to make them 
seem fresh and original. Their stage fighting skills are impressive, as are 
their quick tongues (I caught only three slips, all recovered in no time). 

Arnold brings Richard’s weakling brother Edward to life, while Muir 
takes on no less than six roles, slipping from friend into foe with no more 


than a blink. But the scenes between Corey and Sabourin are the gems of 


this piece; with Corey coming across 


as a sinister little rascal whose limp 


grows worse with every head he lops off, and Sabourin playing both the 
widow and the witch with a powerful, clear voice and a presence that 


would make Shakespeare shiver. 


Sharplin’s 90-minute script allows no time for pause between couplets; 
twice actors deliver lines while slipping into new robes behind the rough, 
industrial-style backdrop. But the simplicity works, especially as the body 
count grows. The final scene is satisfying as chocolate fudge, as you get to 
hear the “My kingdom for a horse!” line before Richard loses his crown 


and, finally, his head. Simply delicious.
